Means Browning. Robert Browning had settled on Hard Labor 
Creek where a drop of 30 feet in water level offered a good mill 
site. "This became. known locally as Browning Shoals. David An- 
derson Gibbs attended Jefferson Medical College in Philadelphia 
and practiced in Social Circle until outbreak of the Civil War. 
He joined the Confederate forces as a surgeon, served in the Army 
of Northern Virginia, and mustered out as lieutenant colonel, 
Returning to Social Circle after the surrender, Dr. Gibbs resumed, 
his medical practice. A large land owner, he also became a partner 
in an early drug store in that community...

Giles, Thomas 


One of this county’s most loyal citizens was Thomas Giles (b. 
8/25/1839: d. 1/23/1917, who served as ordinary from 1872 to 

1889. To him, completion of the present courthouse was a dream 
come true, an accomplishment realized through years of thrift and 
careful planning. The county was far from well off financially, and 
so important was his role in attainment of the new temple of | 
"justice that reference to it as “Judge Giles’s courthouse” held no 
sound of strangeness. 

Descended from a long line of patriots, his paternal grand- 
father, John M. Giles, was a soldier in the Continental Army dur- 
ing the American Revolution. John Giles’s wife was Clarissa 
Jackson. Originally from South Carolina, John Giles came to 
Georgia and settled in Morgan County. On his maternal side, 
Thomas Giles was grandson of John and Sarah Dickinson Brew- 
ster of old Pendleton District, South Carolina. This grandfather 
and six of his brothers also were Revolutionary soldiers. 

Thomas’s mother was Elizabeth Brewster (b. 9/30/1799; d. 
11/16/1875) - His father, Jackson Brown Giles (b. 1/1/1793; d. 
1/1/1870) was a veteran of the War of 1812 and the Seminole 
War, and was one of Monroe’s pioneer citizens, appearing as a 
Walton family head on the 1830 U.S. Census. Two of Thomas 
Giles’s brothers, Alonzo Church (b. 3/19/1836; d. 6/27/1862) 
and Jackson B. (b. 7/13/1843; d. 7/2/1863), were killed in 
battle during the Civil War. 

Referring to his brothers’ deaths, Mr. Giles declares in his will: 

“T served long as a clerk of the Court of Ordinary of Walton Coun- 
ty. trying to ds my duty in civil life as these discharged their duty 
in another sphere. This may be one reason for my love of Walton 
County and its people who have shown me much kindness and 
consideration.” 

As tangible evidence of his belicf in his home county and its 
people, he bequeathed land and funds for use by the Fifth District 
A. & M. School near Monroe. He also provided for the setting up 
of an educational fund to aid local boys in attending school. To

In 1733 Samuel Gipson, Jr. after returning from America, married and 
Moved from Ireland to England and then back to America and settled at 
Hillsborough, New Hampshire . He married Anne McAfee and there were 

three children born, Elizabeth, Samuel Gipson,III and Erasmus Gideon. 


Erasmus Gideon Gipson was married in France. He and his wife immi- 
grated to America and settled in Carolina. He was on the 1790 census 
in Orangeburgh District of Carolina (South Part). They reared the

Mississippi 
State University loans newspaper microfilm on inter-library 
loan, but I do not know if they let it go out of state. Most 
places have gone to in state loans only. It would be worth 
a letter or phone call to Mitchell Memorial Library at MSU. 


The microfilm can be purchased from University 
Microfilms International, Ann Arbor, Michigan. I have no 
idea of the cost. They have a toll free number 1-800- 
521-3044.
